Mile-a-minu-
te Boat,

Once a Dream, Has

Been Surpassed)

Althought the mile-a-mlnu- te boat
was considered more or less of a'
dream until recent years, this speed
ha6 been surpassed in the past two
seasons In actual racing and now the
standard has been set at bettor than
seventy miles per hour. The new rec-
ords, which were made In tests against
time, wero clocked at Lake George,
where late last month the twenty-eig- ht

foot hydroplane Wbip-po'-wi'l- l,

owned by an officer of tho American
Power Boat association, covered a
measured mile in 51.35 seconds or at
an avorage of 70.15 miles per hour.
Six one-mil- e dashes were made the
first day and the average was 64.74
miles per hour while the average of
tho second day tests was 69.39 milesper hour with two of the mile sprints
showing an average of better than 70
miles per hour.

NEW YORK, Dec 7. In answer to
an urgent plea by August Herrmann,
chairman of the national commission,
to reconsider his views on the ques-
tion of a joint meeting of tho two
major leaguos In Chicago next Thurs-- '
day, President John K. Tener of the
National league tonight agreed to such
a joint meotlng with tho American
leaguo within the next ten days.

Thursday," said President Tener.

According to Mr. Tener, Herrmann
deems a joint meeting of tho two
leagues to be of vital importance be-

fore the beginning of next year.

The American leaguers will hold their
annual meeting here next Wednes-
day.
